It manifestly appears that the peo- 
ple of this State are not bound by the 

w, or the rules of sound morality, 
to recognize or the said bonds, or 
any part thereof. It is worth while 
to set the high precedent that wick- 
ed, corrupt and selfish men cannot 
in utter defiance of constitutional 
limitations and barriers, and every 
principle of morality, practice suc- 
cessfully such frauds and crimes up- 
on a people in the hour of their great- 
est calamity. If any one has inno- 
vested any money or money’s 
worth in such bonds, it was his folly 
to have done 80.“

sembly do resolve that in ita ju 
ment these pretended bonds are null 
and void and in no way binding up- 
on the State or the people thereof, 
and that they constitute no part of 
the debt of the State.

Twelve months have elapsed since your 
assemblage within these halls to 
cor the people of North Carolina, a now 
vou meet again to consider and mature 
such measures as you may deem conducive 
to the best interests of our common constit- 
vents. It is my duty to give you informa- 
‘ion of the Affairs of the State, and to make 
such suggestions as I may deem expedient 
and proper, Itis your duty to der of 
‘(hose affairs, and to apply Ives dili- 
sentiy and faithfully to making such new 
as are necessary, and to revising and 
modifying such old ones, now in force, as 
found py experience inefficient 
for the purpose they wefe intended to ac- 
com plishjand whoilly,to repeal such as have 
proved to be unnecessary or deleterious, 

Our responsibilities are great, and it be- 
comes us not to trust to, or rely upon our- 
scives for their performance, but to look to 
a higher source tor wisdom and assistance 
% discharge them. 

It is highly gratifying to me to be able to 
congratutate you upou the fact that North 
Carolina, during the year nowa proach 
its end, has made rapid strides — the race 
of improvements; unprecedented abund- 
ance has blest the labors of the thrifty hus- 
bandman; thé horn ‘of ‘plenty has been 
cmptied into the iap of the industrious far- 
immer; his flelds of grain are groanin with 
the fruits ofhis toil; his acres have whitehed 
With cotton, the staple which brings wealth 
and independence to the producer, and 
xives employ ment to the million from the 
timethe seed isput into the earth till itis 
converted into commcdities for the use and 
convenience of mankind. Tobacco, the 
es, and almost every product of the 
soil, have made romunerative returns toail 
ehngagedin 'recultivation. Evers branch 
of industry has prospered ; no pestilence or 
dreadfiuldisease nas invaded our tegritory ; 
no terfible calamity, such as has fallen up- 
on the people of some of our sister States 
nas Visited our people; and above? and 
petterthanall, the bitteranimosities whdch 
hove heretofore estranged us froin one an- 
olact, are rapidly dying out and we are be- 
cou.ug more reconciled, and in a short 
time no ntment or ill-feeling wifl lin- 
cer the breast of any intelligent, 
cbristiamw’ being in our State.

There is little or no change in the stabus 
of our State debt and inances since my 
message to you twelve months ago. The 
whole an ni of the debi with interest, in- 
cuding every class of bonds, is seméthing 
over thirty-eight millions of dollars. I re- 
speciiuliy reier you to the report of our 
~ worthy and efficient public Treasurer for a 
detailed statement of the items whiehcom- 
— our indebtedness, It is not believed 

y any one, not even by our creditors them- 
seives, that North Calolina should pay the 
entire amou:.t of her apparent liabilities, 

It isnot necessar, for me to dweil upon 
the character of the different classes of 
bonds, or the manner in which many of 
them were putinto market; thatsubject has 
been sufficiently discussad heretofore, and 
every member of this General Assembly is 
as familiar with it as lam. Ii has not only 
been the theme of messages to you, but it 
has been ably @nd thoroughly discussed 
upen the bustings in enen ot the 
Sete. Our people Are all interested in it 
and are earnestly desirous that a fair a 
ejuitable adjustment of it shall. be made 
without further delay. It grows larger and 
larserevery day, and each successive year 
that it remains unadjusted will make it a 
heavier burden upon the tax-payers of the 
State. Icannot believe, and will not be- 
lieve, that any considerabie portion of the 
people of \orth Carolina will ever consent 
that anz part of the honest deb’ shail be re- 
pudiated, Hur people may become bank- 
ruption property, they may not be able to 
ayo dit, but never will they consent to be- 
come bankrapt in reputation by repudiate 
ing any part of a debt which the State hone 
estiy owe ,and which she has once piighted 
her taith to pay. While she exists asa 
Siate, her sons desire, and are determined, 
to hold their heads ereciLamo breth- 
ren of other States, and proudly claim tobe 
cltizens of North Carolina, who fs too hon- 
est to repudiate her debt although she may 
be too poor to pay it.

The Constitution (art, XI, sec. 8,) says: 
“There shall also as soon as practicable, be 
measures dev sed by the State for the stab- 
lishment of one or more Orphan Houses, 
where destityte orphaus may ve cared for, 


educated and taught some business or 
trade.” This is a wise and mereiful provis 
ion. It is well known thut very few bound 
orphans are ever sent to any school, and 


that most of them are growing up in igno- 
rance ef the laws of God and of the laws of 


their country. Having iost their natural 


rotectors, and feeling that society has 
failed to afford them the means of im prove 
ment, they naturally sink and 

gue anda 
burden to the State. But when destitute 
ans earn their obligations to God and 
to their fellow men, and are taught to sup 
port themselves by some honorab.eoccu pa- 
tion, they rise above tuose temptations 
which usuall gnspure, the ignorart, ang 
become useful and respectatiid eit z us. 
The Constitution therefore sanctions sound 
political eeonomy,'and Syinpathises with 
unfortupate humanity by requiring me 
suitable provision tor the protection “and 
training of the muititude of fatherless, 
motheriless, friend ess and penniless or- 
phens, whose sad and sorrowful silence 


should bet eir most eloquent advoc:te.

Madame Nilsson has given toan 

American “iuterviewer’’ some of her 
experiences, In St. Petersburg the 
students escorted her to the theatre 
with torchlight processions. During 
the performance at this theatre she 
was recalled forty-five times, and the 
stage was ——— embedded with 
flowers, upon which it was necessary 
for her to walk several yards before 
reaching the footlights. The tokens 
of regard presented by the students 
must have sometimes sorely tried the 
equability of the artistes Nerves. On 
more than one occasion, ineredible as 
it may seem, some of the students, in 
company with not a few officers of 
dignified rank, prostrated themselves 
on the ground and welded themselves 
into a floor, upon which Mme. Nils- 
son was obliged to walk in order to 
reach her carriage. This was too 
much,” said the speaker, her eyes 
glistening at the remembrance. — It 
was really too trying to an artist's 
feelings to expect her to accept it. 
But there they were, and what was 
1 to do? At my concerts the 3 
behaved so sometimes that was 
frightened.” Being requested tomen- 
tion the particulars, Mme. Nilsson 
said that the people rushed to the edge 
of the stage, snatched at the hem of 
her dress and tore it into fragments, 
eaught her and held her, so that she 
could not move, and left her in a 
condition that must have resembled 
that of the “‘priest all tattered and 
torn.” They stole her gloves, her 
fan, her hankerchief,her bouquet, and 
almost took her slippers from her 
feet. Nothing to compare with it is 
seen elsewhere. English audiences 
are sterling and stolid ; but once hav- 
ing secured their goodwill you may 
count on retaining it, even after you 
have lost your voice and your artistic 
power.”
